Glenn M artin, who built and gave 
a successful ex hibition of the biplane 
here, took his new 
monoplane out 
Sund ay morning at Dominguez for a 
trial trip, but owing to the 
strong 
southeastern wind that was blowing, 
his machine turm d near ihe ground , 
and was wrecked . 
Martin has been working on the bi­ 
plane ever since the meet 
at 
Do­ 
minguez Field at this tim e last y ear, 
and his success is known to every 
one here. 
He d em onstrated bey ond 
d oubt that he had the right machine, 
and that he could fly it. 
His ex hibi­ 
tion about a month 
ago at McFad - 
d en’s field in Santa Ana was success­ 
ful, and all his friend s were more 
than pleased to 
see 
his 
ex cellent 
flights, after he had spent so much 
tim e and money at perfecting his ma­ 
chine. 
Im med iately after making his suc­ 
cessful public flight, he d ismantled 
his biplane and set to work on a 
monoplane, and he got it read y for 
the meet at Dominguez Field which 
is now in progress. 
His unfortunate 
ex perience of Sund ay m orning puts 
an end to his hopes 
for the mono­ 
plane at this meet. 
He went to the field 
about 9 o’­ 
clock, and two hours were spent in 
getting the machine 
read y for the 
flight. 
There 
was 
an 
ex tremely 
strong wind blowing and it was also 
very cold . 
At about 11.30, after giv­ 
ing his engine several try -outs to se£ 
if it w as running in good shape, he 
took his seat behind the roaring en­ 
gine. 
He gave the signal for the me­ 
chanics to let go, and the machine 
started off across the field . 
There 
was breathless suspense in the crowd 
as they watched him 
shoot 
along 
tne ground , waiting to see him rise. 
Gra dua lly he began to rise, 
a nd he 
ha d gotten about two feet from the 
g ro und when the wind 
became 
too 
stro ng and lifted the left wing 
o f 
the machine. 
Being so 
clo se to the 
g ro und he was una ble to ma na g e it, 
and the wing and runners 
oil 
the 
right sid e were smashed bey ond hope 
o f repair for this meet at 
Do ming uez 
Field . 
M artin himself was 
unhurt, 
a nd ex tricated himself from the ma- 
cninery . 
He d irected the wo rk o f 
ta king the engine off, which was to 
be put on his biplane for 
co mpetitio n 
a t Do ming uez. 
Ma rtin is now a t Do ming uez with 
his bipla ne where he ex pects to co m­ 
pete. 
The ex a ct da y Is no t kno wn, 
but it g o es witho ut sa y ing tha t the 
best wishes o f a ll his friends fo r his 
success g o with him. 


H arry Bancroft, alias H arry Brown, 
play ed the innocent * to

weli, and happy Ind eed was he to go 
to the penitentiary at San Quentin 


for fifteen months 
only . 
T hat 
he 
play ed the innocent is known now 


that it is known that he has served 
four term s in prison, 
one of them 
from Orange county . 


Bancroft and 
a 
20-y ear-old 
boy 
named H. C. 
Sand ers, 
burglarized 
Bird ’s Book Store at Orange, 
stole 
several 
d ozen 
fountain 
pens 
anu 
hand -mirrors, sold them 
along 
the j 
line to San Diego, and in San Diego 
j 
were caught. 
Arrived here, Bancroft acted like a ; 
stupid ne’er-d o-well. 
He said it was 
his first job in burglary . 
Even after 
he had cut-the screen he kind of lost 
heart for a few second s, 
and 
ran 
away . 
But he regained 
his courage, 
and finished 
the 
thievery . 
Jud ge 
W est held Bancroft for several d ay s, 
hoping to fathom his manner, and ex ­ 
pecting that som ething 
might turn 
up to d etermine w hether or not he 
was a stupid tram p 
or a hard ened 
criminal. 
Nothing turned up, and the j 
jud ge sentenced him to prison for a 
term of fifteen months. 
W ith 
two 
j 


m onths cred it 
for 
good 
behavior, 
Bancroft can be out on January 
20, 
1912. 
J. A. W ilkes took Baucroft to San 
Quentin, and turned him over to the 
officials of the prison. 
They had no 
sooner set ey es on 
Bancroft 
than 
they tecognized him 
as an old of­ 
fend er. 
They showed W ilkes by the 
books that Bancroft was then enter­ 
ing upon his fifth 
penitentiary sen­ 
tence. 


Bancroft was sentenced 
to 
one 
y ear in San Quentin by Jud ge Bal­ 
lard on Sept. 30, 1901. 
W ith 
him 
went another man who went by the 
name of George 
Moore. 
The 
two 
men entered the home of John 
A. 
Smith southeast of 
Anaheim, 
and 
stole a number 
of 
articles, 
amoug 
them a pair of spectacles and a spool 
of ihread . 
Sid Smithwiek and Tiofilo 
Cervantes arrested tne 
pair in the 
treight y ard s in 
Santa 
Ana, 
and 
found the stolen articles on them. 


Sid Smithwiek, in telling of the ar­ 
rest this morning, say s that he heard 
the two men coming along the tracks, 
hold ing a heated conversation as to 
w hether or not 
William 
Jennings 
Bry an would eventually 
be

presid ent of the United States.

Had it not been for the strenuous 
and well d irected 
efforts 
of 
the 
neighborhood ni lit watchman, assist­ 
ed by Sergeant Toolen and Patrol­ 
man Cahil, there would have been a 
d isastrous fire. 
They were shocked 
by the ex plosion, but speed ily recov­ 
ering, secured w ater from a near-by 
faucet, and with buckets 
of w ater 
put out the fire tha t began to blaze 
after the ex plosion. 
They had sub­ 
d ued the flann s before Engine Com­ 
pany No. 19 arrived with the fire ap­ 
paratus. 


The only one who was Injured was 
J. E. Ashbury , aged 50, a negro w atch­ 
man at the Llewelly n plant, who fell 
through a hole blown in the floor of 
the second story , land ing, with slight 
injuries, in the wrecked 
otfice 
be­ 
low. 
Wind ows were shattered in the 
build ings within two blocks of the 
Llewelly n build ing. 
The jar of the 
ex plosion awakened people in Glen­ 
d ale and Holly wood . 
The Llewelly n plant is capitalized 
at $1,5 00,000 and its contracts will be 
hind ered by the d isaster.

! ital was once lost to a force smaller 
' than the d efend ers, and that it was 
aband oned by our forces 
with less 
than 100 killed and wound ed . 
Disor- 
j ganization was the 
cause. 
In 
the 


Spanish war we lost only 200 volun- 
teeis killed in battle, but we buried 
4 000 who d ied of d isease. 
“Our field artillery is totally inad e­ 
quate and practically useless. 
If we 
were called to arm s tomorrow, we 
would be practically without field ar­ 
tillery anil artillery ammunition. 
So 
far as the sea coast is concerned , we 
are well fortified . 
I d on’t believe any 
foreign fleet would attem pt to em er 
our fortified harbors unless the ob­ 
ject was of tremend ous importance. 
But coast fortifications 
are useless 
unless we have a mobile 
force to 
| supplement 
them. 
Opposing 
forces 
! forces could seize the ports from the 
| rear.” 
General Wood ad vocated the ad op- 
i tion of Hobson’s bill provid ing for a 
council of d efense. 
He d eclared such 
Ian organization was necessary , when 
1 it “comes right d own to the m atter 
; of men, guns, and powd er and shot.'

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


A strong effort is to be made to re­ 
vive the vocational 
education 
bill, 
which was so dear to the heart of the 
late Senator Dolliver. His successor, 
Senator Young, is taking a great per­ 
sonal interest in the measure and, if 
he is elected to fill the unexpired term, 
will do all he can to secure its pass­ 
age. 
The bill provides for state and 
federal co-operation 
in 
maintaining 
courses of study in the public school 
systems covering the subjects of ag­ 
riculture, manual vocations and home 
economics. 
Each state will 
receive 
its proportional share of five million 
dollars for agricultural high schools, 
five millions for high school work in 
the trades and industries, one million 
to be used by the state normal schools 
in preparing teachers for these sub­ 
jects, and one million and a half to 
establish extension 
departments 
in 
the state agricultural 
colleges 
and 
those teaching the mechanic arts. The ’ 
full amount of the twelve million dol­ 
lar appropriation would not be needed 
at first, only so much as could be used 
in preparing teachers. The remainder 
would wait on the co-operation of the 
states in the provision of buildings 
and equipment for the proper carry­ 
ing on of the work.

DID THE PLOW DO IT? 


Tulare county orange 
orehardists 
come forward with a new theory that 
banishes the plow from their groves. 
That does not mean that they let the 
weeds and vegetation run riot, but 
that they find other implements for 
disposing of ’.hem, without 
stirring 
the ground too deeply, 
and for the 
reason stated in the following dis­ 
patch from Porterville: 
“As a result of experiments which 
were conducted this year, two radi­ 
cal changes will be recommended to 
all members of the 
association of 
Porterville district in the orange or­ 
chard practice and in the 
packing 
and shipping methods. 
"Hereafter, it is expected, no grow­ 
er who is an 
up-to-the-minute or- 
chardist will allow a 
plow 
in 
his 
groves, and all weeds 
and 
foreign 
growths will be kept in subjugation 
through the use of cultivators 
and 
harrows. 
It was learned 
this year 
through 
careful 
examination 
that 
the main roots of the orange trees, 
extending out between the rows, send 
up slender filaments of root, smaller 
than the finest thread, and that just 
below the surface of the ground these 
filaments are 
sometimes 
numerous 
enough to form a perfect mat. 
The 
use of the plow cuts off these roots j 
and destroys that much of the feed- 
ing surface of the tree. 
“ Orchards from which the plow has 
been banished the last 
two years | 
have 
shown 
better 
returns 
than 1 
those in which the old practice ob­ 
tains. 
One grower reports 
an In­ 
crease of 700 boxes from 10 acres of 
fruit as a result of 
the 
change of 
practice from the plow system to the j 
cultivator and harrow.’’
